Oak Ridge A- Bomb Project 
Turns Out First Radioactive 
Products to Benefit Mankind

OAK RIDGE, Tem; . Aug 2—The first peacetime products of tho gov­ 
ernm ent's vast A-bomb project were handed over today to research insti­ 
tutions for the study of cancer and other problems of m ankind. 
Declaring the step opens ‘new horizens of medical and biological re­ 
search.'' the Army's M anhattan engineer district 
m akers of the atomic 
bomb—.said the first products consigned were five “pea-Sized" units of 
radioactive cai bon called carbon 14. 
_____ 
They were produced in the same • 
chain-reacting uranium ovens used 
in developing the A-bomb 
Each 
weighs only one ten thousandth of 
an ounce and casts $400, including 
handling arid shipping charges. 
Field- of Research 
Described as capable of em itting 
37 million atomic ray particles a 
second for the next 10.000 to 25.000 
years, the carbon units were ear­ 
m arked for research in th e follow­ 
ing fields; 
Cancer, diabetes, the role cf car­ 
bon in hum an teeth and bones, the 
utilization of fats 
by 
the 
hum an 
body, and the mechanism of “photo- 
yn thesis” — th e 
lift Je-understood 
phenomenon by which plants take 
energy from sunlight and store it 
as chemical energy. 
Photosynthe­ 
sis Is responsible for m ast of the 
stored energy used by m an, such 
as coal, oil. wood and food. 
Today's

Many Applications Filed 
Col. E E. K irkpatrick, deputy dis­ 
trict engineer in charge of the Oak 
Ridge project, said today hundreds 
cf applications for various types 
of m aterial had been received.

th a t several hundred are likely to

m onths. 
In addition to radioactive carbon, 
the atomic

Quick action by the Salem Fire 
departm ent, assisted 
by employes 
of th e Salem Tool Co.. S. Ellsworth 
ave., at 5:27 p iii T hursday avert­ 
ed what m ight have been a disas­ 
trous fire at tile tool plant.

m an was burned. 
The blaze originated in the paint 
booth in the south plant structure 
and re? lilted in first degree burns 
to Ross Edgar Davis, R D 5. S a­ 
lem, an employe who was attem p­ 
ting to put the fire out 
Fire Chief Vincent Malloy said 
the fire, which caused dam age to 
the p ain t booth, the walls and the 
ceiling in the south plant ap p aren t­ 
ly was caused by sparks from a 
welding operation nearby 
Paint Explodes 
Davis and several other employes 
grabbl’d 
fire 
extinguishers when 
the fire began and approached the 
booth burned Davis about the face 
An 
explosion of 
p ain t in 
the 
booth brunch Davis about the face 
and shoulders. 
Davis was taken to Salem City 
Hospital where it was determ ined 
th at his burns were first degree 
and not serious. His condition to­ 
day is reported good 
Firemen credited e m p ire s who 
assisted them with averting a more 
serious fire. 
Malloy said 
without 
their assistance he doubted if the 
blaze could have been brought under 
control in tim e to save the plant.

The blaze was brought 
under control in 20 m inutes 
Company officials were unable to 
estim ate the am ount of the damage 
early today, but Jam es H. Wilson, 
president, said he thought, the loss 
was “slight " Production continued 
as usual today.

B-29 Crosses Nation In

Army B-29 Superfortress roared

setting a new east to west s p e d 
record between New York and 
Burbank. 
Piloted bv Capt. Boyd L. G ru- 
batigh of Van Wert. Ohio, vet­ 
eran of the first Superfort bomb­ 
ing of Japan, the plane broke 
the previous record of nine hours 
and 23 m inutes, established last 
May 28 by a Lockheed navy Nep­ 
tune.
